REMARKS 



Reconsideration of the application is respectfully requested for the following reasons: 

1- Rejection of Claims L 2, 5, 6, and 9-10 Under 35 USC SI 03(a) in view of U.S. Patent 
No, 5,959382 (Dauwalter) in view of "common knowledge in the art' r 

This rejection is respectfully traversed on the grounds that the Dauwalter patent fails to 

disclose or suggest using a flat metal part of an apparatus to be driven as the rotor of an induction 

motor system, much less using slots in the wheel to indicate the position of the rotor. Instead, 

Dauwalter discloses a magnetic rotor that is magnetically suspended from a stator and that is 

made to move or rotate in a controlled manner with five degrees of freedom, in contrast to the 

claimed invention which controls rotation about the z-axis-z.e. 9 the sixth degree of freedom. 1 



According to Dauwalter, col. 5, lines 50-52: The sixth degree is the required rotor rotation which is controlled in 
a known fashion that does not form part of this invention.
